She mentioned that BIEHLY and 
KIRKPA TRICK indicated to her that arrangements had been made with a MACY offi- 
cial to have her obtain some sort of a clerical position there, but that the 
interviewer had fouled things up. However, shortly thereafter she was instructed 
by KIRKPATHICK and BIERLY to again report to KACY'S and apply for a position and 
to give her full name to the head interviewer, which she did. She mentioned that 
this was the same person as the one who had interviewed her on her first visit 
to MACY'S. After mentioning her name to this interviewer on her second visitc": 
to MACY'S who was immediately offered a position in the Adjustment Department as 
an adjustment clerk at a salary of $30 a week, which she accepted. She :tnen- 
tioned that this time the interviewer apparently was expecting her, since a job 
of the type she desired was immediately offered to her. Arrangements had worked 
out satisfactorily*

BRADY reportedly explained to Lieutenant SMNSFEELD that the 
magazine was published by a group of ex*FBI agents for the purpose of exposing 
Communists in the country. He stated that at present the magazine faces atlibel 
suit filed by Actor raEDBKICK MARCH and his wife for having called them Communists. 

lieutenant STANSHELD stated that BRADY advised him thai TED KIBKPATfiTCK, 
a former FBI agent who is an executive of the magazine, "Counter-Attack, w had asked 
that he,; BRADY, call STANSHELD during his visit to San Francisco and obtain from 
him information relative to the Communist situation in the Bay Area.

Reference is made to the attached memorandum frim Mr» 
Nichols 1x> Mr. Tolsony dated February 15^1949, relative to the 
action of former Spe cial Agent Theodore Eirkpatrick. It appears 
that Kirkpa trick contacted a repreentative of the General Foods 
Company in connection with the Gersrals Goofds Company radio program, 
and advised this representative that Phillip Loeb was a member of 
the Communist Party and that they had written about him in "Counter J t \ 
attack" magsine. ' A . /? 

An examination of the Bureau files reflects that Loeb v/ 
-was inves toga ted rather extensively in the % early 1940s when thers ; 
was an expose of alleged Communist in the Xctors Equity Assocai- ' 
tion, which prepared to have arisen as a result of the action of 
certain memebrs of the A c tors E^iity in attemptihg to oust Philip 
Loeb an other leadership in the Assocaition. Our Investiga- 
tion reflects that Loeb at least a Communist sympathizer, although 
there was no evidence og Commftnist Party Membership* Information 
was received as late as June, L947 reflecting that Loeb was still 
in the Acotrs Equity and reportedly lined up o oppositiom to the 
anti~commuhist element who were still tying to gain control of the 
Association. 

%ere is no inf omat n in Loeb main file or in the 
case file of the Acore Equity ind catinf that Loeb has never been 
active in Communist Party affairs. For this reason, it does not 
appear that any further investigat on of Loeb is warrantes at this 
time.

LOUGHRAN was profuse in his apologies to the MURPHIS if he had in 
any way misled them or misrepresented his position as a solicitor for the 
publication. He explained thai? he had been a Special Agent of this Bureau 
from 1934 to 1941 and that he was employed by the three former Special Agents 
whose names appear on his identification card to obtain subscriptions to the 
publication. He stated further that he had been employed only three days

previously and that the contact with MURPHY was his first attempt to sell. 
He said that he had been accompanying another solicitor named HARRIS to 
observe his methods in the Fulton Fish Market area and to gain experience 
in this type of work. 

An understanding was reached between LOUGHRAN and the MURFHYS 
and the latter left trie interview. Prior to the departure of the inter- 
viewing Agents, LOUGHRAN volunteered the information that he anticipated 
leaving "Counterattack" in the near future since he hopes to obtain employ- 
ment as an Air Corps investigator in Chicago, He also stated that "Counter- 
attack" employs twenty-one solicitors at the present time, 

LOUGHRAN stated that he had been specifically instructed by his 
employers to make it clear to all contacts that he had no present affiliation 

with this Bureau ♦ 

He made available the enclosed copy of the June 3, 1949 issue of 
"Counterattack" together with the enclosed pamphlet entitled "Facts About 
The l£n Responsible For Counterattack." It is noted that the latter re- 
flects the photograph and a short background sketch concerning KENNETH M. 
HIGHLY, mOlfriS A jpRADy^ JOHN G. KiEKAN, T. C. KIRKPA TRICK, all of whom 
are fomer Special Agents, and of HARRY A. MORGAN. A photostatic copy of 
each enclosure is retained in the New York file. 

The above information is submitted in line with the established 
policy of informing the Bureau of the activities of captioned organization. 
Tnile it appears that the original impersonation complaint is without basis 
in factj it is obvious that "Counterattack" personnel are attempting to 
use their previous Bureau employment to advantage.

For the information of tha Bureau and offices receiving copies of 
this letter, Mrs* VEE HOFFMAN, the representative of American Business 1 
Consultants, Inc*, and the anti-Coirmuraatic magazine "Counter-Attack" which 
is published by former Bureau Agents, called at this office on July 26 , 
1949. She presented credentials as described on page 4 of referenced report, 
that is, they were approximately 4" by 7* in size and were in a black folder. 
The credentials read "The undersigned, former Special Agents of the FBI, have 
cawdssioned the bearer, VEE HOFFMAN, to discuss with you a matter of the 
utmost importance** These credentials were signed by K. M« BIERLY, J. G* 
KEENAN, and T. C. KIRKPATRICK. 

Mrs. HOFFMAN stated that she ha^ar rived in San Francisco on July;l, 
1949, accompanied by her husband, S. ^6iOFFMAN, and that both she and her 
husband will solicit subscriptions for the above magazine. Mrs. HOFFMAN stated 
that she intended to contact the Chief of Police of San Francisco, the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, and the Roman Catholic Archbishop of San 
Francisco JOHN J. MITTY (incidentally, Archbishop MITTY is presently in Rome). 
She stated that her purpose in contacting this office was to advise this office 
of the presence of herself and her husband in this area and thereby possibly 
to avoid any difficulties of "suspected impersonation. * She stated that she 
was residing temporarily a "t the Manx Hotel, San Francisco, but that the 
magasine "Ceun tor-Attack 11 / plctangii* to open an office in San Francisco, apparently 
to represent the Werf^Co*st, around 'September, 1949, and that she hoped to be 
assigned to or in charge of the San FVtocisco Office after it was opened. 

For the infttaatiofr of offices receiving copies of this, letter, 
Mrs. HOFFMAN allegedly suited %* an* individual at Butler, Pennsylvania, that 
she was formerly employed'by the* FBI.

SAC Scheldt of New York called in at 2:10 P.M. and stated 
that by letter dated June 22, 194-9 > titled as above, he advised the i 
Bureau that Counter-Attack had 21 persons out soliciting and that 
complaints have been received because the solicitors were leaving 
the impression that they were with or had the sanction of the FBI* 
The commission card carried by one of the solicitors read "The / 
undersigned, former Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 

have commissioned the bearer, , to discuss with you a 

matter of utmost importance •» This commission card is signed by former 
Special Agents Kirkpatrick, Keenan and Bierly. It is countersigned 
also by the bearer and carries an expiration date, 

Mr. Scheidt stated he had received a letter from John Adams 
Henry, President of the John Adams Henry, Inc., a produce company, 
who stated that a solicitor for Counter-Attack, Isaac Harris, had 
secured a meeting with him by representing that he was from the FBI 
and after Mr. Henry saw him it became obvious that all he was was a 
salesman or solicitor for Counter-Attack. SAC Scheidt stated that he 
would investigate the complaint of Mr* Henry as a regular impersonation 
case. He would have Mr. Henry interviewed, also the switchboard girl 
to whom the representations were made, and he would also interview the 
subject, who would be Isaac Harris. He suggested that after the 
results of this investigation become known that vigorous protests be 
made to the group American Business Consultants and that a demand be 
made that the commission cards of the character indicated be discontinued.

As you probably know, we have been publishing our newsletter, 
COUNTERATTACK, for about three years in an effort to educate 
the public regarding the dangers of Cosanunism in the United 
.States. In view/ of the present upsetment in world affairs, 
I,Ted Kirkpatri ck,| Ka M» Bierly, T. A* Brady, and I, all former 
agents, want to offer to you and the Bureau any assistance we 
can possibly give* i ft / 

In the past, we have turned over to the Bureati any information 
we ran across that we considered important enough or believed 
that the Bureau did not have* We want to assure you at this 
time that if, at any time, you think that we could be of assist- 
ance or that our files might possibly have any information that 
would be helpful to you, we would be very happy to cooperate in 
any way we possibly can* 

Also, I am in receipt of a letter from Harry A. Morgan, who 
resides at 11*20 Eighteenth Street, Bettendorf, Iowa, Mr. Morgan 
is in charge of personnel relations at one of the plants of 
Deere and Company in Moline, Illinois. Mr. Morgan says he is 
very concerned about the world situation and the possibilities 
o£ sabotage and expionage and asked me what he could do to be 
of assistance.

During the course of investigation, information was developed from V , 
interviews with officials of the Columbia Broadcasting System (OB&) and 
persons who are familiar with activities at CBS concerning a new policy at 
CBS relative to employees possessing Communist tendencies and sympathies. < A 

The officials of CBS are aware of adverse publicity concerning 
Communist infiltration and CBS is attempting to get rid of some of the 
known Communists and Communist sympathizers. 

Mr. THEODORE KIRKPATRICK, Editor of "Counterattack" and former FBI 
Special Agent, advised that after the July 1, 1949 issue of "Counterattack" 
appeared, which criticized CBS for being partial to. Communists and Communist 
propaganda, Executive Vice-President of CBS, Mr. JOSEPH REAM, contacted Mr. 
KIRKPATRICK and arranged an interview to discuss CBS* position. 

Mr. KIRKPATRICK advised that since July, 1949, he has had discussions 
with Mr. REAM concerning the intentions of CBS to purge its personnel of 
Communists and Communist Party sympathizers. It is Mr. KIRKPATRICK «S impression 
that Mr. REAM is sincere in his efforts and stated that Mr. REA M expressed a

Briefly $ Miller'a findings emphasise that the luting 
of any pers on 's nan* in "Bed Channel*** is a severe handicap to 
that person who attempts to get a Job in radio or tele vie ion;

praetioaliy ruined and that producer* and advertiser* in the 
field have reached the potnt where they are extremely aeneittve 
concerning individual* *o listed.

"A spokesman for Lou Nichols, Mr, Hoover's assistant, told 
Sponsor magasine (a trade publication circulated mainly within 
the radio and television industry), *Wm are aware of the activities 
of the publishers of Bed Channels and Counterattack, but since 
they are private citisens, we have no legal control over their 
practices. Individuals who have severed their relations with the 
FBI in no way possess our indorsement or stamp of approval. 
Certainly, all the information in the files of the FBI is 
confidential, available only to those Government officials so 
authorised to examine it, '" On page 98, Kirkpatrick and Keenan 
admit they receive no cooperation from the FBI; moreover, at
